Oertain very well- 
known British brands such as Guinness, Bass 


and Worthington, may benefit, but scarcely to 
an extent to affect profits substantially. As 
to the beer duty, that remains with the Chan- 


cellor of the Exchequer. In his references to 


the matter he has not been very encouraging. 
but as there appears to be no doubt that the 
revenue from this source duty is smaller now 


instead of larger, he may decide to take off |

I was much interested to note that during 


a cruise of the Mediterranean, which he 
plans to make shortly, General O’Duffy 
intends to visit Russell Pasha, Com- 
mandant of the Cairo City Police, who, he 


says, “ spends his holidays in Connemara 
every year, and has Irish associations.”’ 
Colonel T. W. Russell, a grandson of the 


late Lord Charles Russell, has become an 
international figure on account of the long 
warfare he has waged, as Director of the 
Central Narcotics Intelligence Bureau, with 
the enormously wealthy syndicate which 
directs the international drug trafic.

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| DIOCESAN BOARD 


OF EDUCATION. 
GREGG’S 


MOST REV. DR. 
APPEAL.

In the course of his sermon in St. Ann's 
Church, Dublin, yesterday, the Archbishop of 
Dublin asked for help for the Diocesan Board 
of Religious Education. 

I regard this as one of the most vitally im- 

itant of our d ocesan organisations, he said, 
grán the Church can have no greater care 
than its eare for the tion that is to 
come aiter. It enables us to provide an In- 
spector who goes up an down through schools 
of the dlocese stimulating by lis visits the 
teachers who impart religious instruction and 
examining the children. He forms the link 
between the scattered parishes and the 
diocesan organisation. 

In so far ts the schools (whether day school 
or Sunday school) can teach the principles of 
religion—for religion is something much bigger 
than can be taught in school—they are the 
very key of our position, and money spent on 
maintaining and stranathening our work there 
is money spent to the best advantage. We 
can get in on the very ground floor of our 
children’s lives, We have in our schools the 
henefit of the help given by those who go 
forth year »v year as teachers from the Kil- 
dare Place Training College—the imfluence for 
good of a sympathetic teacher is incalculable— 
and the work of the Inspector is to encourage 
the teaching of the carefully-arranged pro- 
gramme of study, and to test the progress of 
the children in it. 

The Diocesan Board is also responsible for 
the maintenance of the Boys’ Secondary 
School in Molesworth street and the Girls’ 
Diocesan School in Adelaide road. School- 
keeping was by no means a profitable busi- 
ness where low fees have to 5 charged, as 
has to be done in these cases, in order to 
provide a secondary education under Church 
of Ireland auspices for those of our people 
whose circumstances are very limited. Even 
with a small endowment, the boys’ school 
requires regular subscriptions from the 
Board, in addition to Government - grants, 
and the case is the same with the girls’ 
school, where there is no endowment at all. 
These two capital schools serve a most im- 
portant purpose, and the Board’s policy in 
regard to them deserves the most liberal 
encouragement from the members of our 
Church. 

The Board also gives prizes in various 
schools for good answering, and at present 
it is concerned with a growing effort to brin 
about the transporting of isolated Chure 
of Ireland children (who would otherwise 
have to attend schools not of our religion) 
to central Church of Ireland schools. Grants 
are made with this object in a number of 
cases, and not only are a number of outlying 
Protestant families thus benefited, but various 
schools of ours have their average attendance 
strengthened. This last is work of the very 
first importance, and engages the constant 
attention of both ous energetic inspector and 
the Board. The Board ought to administer 
at least £1,000 a year. At present it dos 
not administer more than some £700. 
[ commend its work to you and to the 
people of the entire diocese, in the hope that 
the sums placed at our disposal may 
be more nearly in proportion to the ' indis- 
pensable work we are called on to do. 
should greatly like to see more of our people 
becoming annual subscribers to its funds. 


HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


CHRIST'S LESSON TO THE 
WORLD. 


The series of sermons in connection with 
the Church of Ireland Home Mission Societ 
was continued at Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon, when the Rev. 
J. B. Neligan, B.A., Rector of St. Jude's, 
was the preacher. 

The phrase ‘‘Christ and the Changing 
World,” he said, suggests that over against 
the world, with its bi and flow of life, its 
achievements and its failures, there stands 
Christ, still the same, with His divine ful- 
ress and sufficiency to meet the needs ot 
men. We have heard so much, and seen so 
mech, of change that we may be tempted to 
think we have outgrown Christ. We might 
as well claim that, because we have Tis. 
covered means of producing light of millions 
of candle power, we no longer need the sun. 
Christ is to the men of to-day exactly what 
Ife was to the men of the first century. 
What He said about conduct is as applicable 
to this age as to any other age. 

Even after 1,900 years our standards of 
ccnduct are not yet Christian in the fullest 
sense. To change the standard of conduct 
was a large part of the task of Jesus in 
His lifetime: it is still His task to-day. 
The one supreme principle that runs through 
His conaping and is parallel at every point 
to His own life and example is that of Love. 
On its positive side this teaching is supremely 
set forth in the parable of the Good Samari- 
tan, but we have many negative expressions 
of it. The unloving, unforgiving heart is 
pillorigd in parable after parable. There are 
the elder brother of the Prodigal, with his 
could, hard nature; Dives, whose unloving 
heart created a gulf between himself and 
Lazarus; the debtor who would not for- 
give, though himself forgiven. Once only 
our Lord is spoken of as being angry, and 
the cause is “the hardness of their hearts,” 
when He is about to heal the man with the 
withered hand. And so it is not surprising 
that it is upon the corrupter that His most 
awful condemnation falls. 

In face of such examples of our Lord's 
teaching it is strange how far we are still 
from realising that in His eyes the worst 
type of sin is that which wrongs another, 
and makes him unhappy, either by an act of 
commission or omission. It is impossible to 
over-emphasise the law of Love. Because it 
it, Christ’s way the world needs it; because it 
includes the two principles of stewardship 
and responsibility it alone can overcome the 
spirit of individualism and licence, which is 
a disturbing feature of our age. For Christ's 
law of conduct is the law of unselfish love— 
the lawof His own life. It is a law which 
defies codification, but which goes to the root 
of all our bitterness and divisions. And it 
is the law by which we shall be judged. In 
conclusion, the preacher pointed out that 
Christ's lesson for the world is the lesson 


that love is the fuititing of the law.

CINEMA CENSUS 
FIGURES.

From Ovr CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


IGURES recently issued by the United 
F States Department of Commerce reveal 

that America is not, as one might have 
supposed, the leader of the world as far as 
cinemas are concerned. Europe heads the 
list with 30,623 picture houses, and the 
United States comes a surprisingly poor 
second with only 19,042, Latin America has 
£,546, the Far East (which includes Anstraliz) 
has 4,904, Canada 1,100, and the Near East 
{including Africa) 691. : 

It is interesting to note that the silent 
film is not completely dead yet; in fact, to 
judge by the figures, it is still going very 
strong in some districts. Of the European 
cinemas, oniy a little over half the numbe) 
(17,822 to be exact) are equipped with sound 
apparatus; while 6,000 of America’s 19,000 
are “‘silent.”’ The explanation, of course, 1 
that the silent films linger in the out-of-the 
way places, where the cinema show ig still 


a very occasional and rather unfamiliar 
Inxury. In the large centres of asa 
one is safe in saying that the talking fiim 


has matters al its own way. 

This is borne out when one considers an 
“urban” country like Great Britain, in 
which the “ silent ” picture-honses number 
vuly 700 out of a total of 4,950 (Creat 
Britain, it may be said, takes second place 
among the European countries as regards the 
total number of its cinemas, the list being 
headed by Germany with 5,071.) Russia, for 
some reason, seems to be the most up-to-date 
country—out of 35,200 cinemas all but 200 are 
** tallties.”’ 

These figures give a rough idea of the way 
in which the cinema has spread all over ihe 
world. Another and even more striking 
aspect of ‘t was supplied by Mr. Simon 
Rowson in a speech in London last week. 
In England alone, he said, £43,000,000 was 
spent Jast year on cinema entertainment, an 
he computed the total attendances at about 


960,000, twenty times the population oi 
the country. 
THIS WEEK’S FILMS. 


“ Smilin’ Through ” has had a remarkable 
success at the Savoy, and is being kept on 
there for a second week. The picture appeals 
frankly to the emotions, and, in its own class, 
is an extremely effective piece of work. Norma 
Shearer, Frederic March, and Leslie Howard 
have the principal parts.

The Grafton is presenting Leslie Fuller in 
“The Last Coupon,’ in which a miner is 
shown winning £20,000 in a football com- 
petition and deciding to enter into high 
society. The fun, as may be guessed, is rather 


broad. “South Sea Adventures ' is an 
interesting travel film, in which Zane Grey 
describes his experiences among the islands of 


the Pacific. 

Adolphe Menjou {always worth seeing) 
appears in “ The Night Club Lady “ at the 
Corinthian, taking the rather unusual ré/e of 
a police commissioner who ts trying to solve 
a murder mystery. Tim McCoy is also being 
screened in a Western picture, ‘‘ The End 
of the Trail.” 

The Grand Central is showing “ The 
Crooked Lady,’’ which “ features ’’ a number 
of well-known British stage actors, including 
George Graves, Isobel Elsom and Ursula 
Jeans. An unemployed ex-officer falls in with 
a set of criminals, and finally agrees to steal 
a pearl necklace. All ends well, however. 

‘or the first three days of the week the 
Sackville is presenting Wheeler and Woolsey 
in “ Girl Crary.” On Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday “ The Missing Rembrandt,”’ featur- 
ing Arthur Wontner, will be shown. This 
film is founded on one of the Sherlock Holmes 
stories 

Zasu Pitts (who has delighted us so often 
in minor parts) has her first “ starring ” 
réle in ‘*Strangers of the Evening,” which 
is being shown on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday at the Pavilion, Dun Laoghaire. 
This picture should be worth seeing. For the 
rest of the week Joan Blondell and Tom 
Brown appear in a “ newspaper ” film, ‘‘ The 
Famous Ferguson Case. 

““ Once in a Lifetime ” (a satire on Holly- 
wood), which is being shown at the Metro- 
pole, has some excellent moments, sr n it 
leaves one with the impression that the direc- 
tion is at fault. It is an amusing film, and if 
it had been content to stick. to the point it 
would hae been a good satire as well. Aline 
McMahon is outstandinvg, while Jack Oakie 
(greatly to his mbead is more restrained 
than usual in his comedy part. 

“The Night of June láth,” at the Capitol, 
gives us what we hardly expected to get—a 
new angle on the ‘‘ courtroom " theme. The 
situation is that of an innocent man who very 
nearly gets convicted of murder because all 
the witnesses, including himself, diverge from 
the truth on what they consider to be un- 
important points. The story is worked out 
very naturally and the whole treatment of the 
idea is distinctly good. Clive Brook, Adrienne 
Allen and Mary Boland have the chief parts. 


LENTEN LECTURE. 
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LIFE AND DEATH 
PROBLEMS. 


In his íourth lecture in the Church oí St. 
Francis Xavier, Upper Gardiner street, 
Dublin, Father McGrath said that the most 
baleful effect of machinery in crushing human 
personaiity was seen in the early years ot 
the indusirial revolution, when the mmmense 
power given by machinery was misused by 
industrialists to enslave their workers. The 
enormous output of machinery kilied the hand- 
worker and secured control of the labour 
market to the industrialist. ‘Lhe concentra- 
tion of industry led to overcrowding ol 
population and modern slum condiuons. 
The elimination of the craftsmen meant the 
creation of an army of mere propertyless 
wage-earners. Their helplessness led to dis- 
graceful working conditions. In England, for 
mstance, before the Factory Act ot 1919, the 
Poor Law allowed the Boards of Guardians to 
sell little children of five, six or seven years 
to the Lancashire and Yorkshire cotton fac- 
tories, where they worked from twelve to 
fourteen hours daily, and sometimes, as evi- 
dence in the House of Commons showed, up 
to seventeen hours. Commissions held about 
the ‘‘fifties’’ showed that it was the in- 
variable practice for women: factory hands to 
“-E up to the day before the birth oí their 
child. 

Disregard of humanity was the direct cause 
of the scourge of unemployment. Worxers 
were sucked in from ail sides and huddled 
iuto slums around the factories. There was 
over-producticn, congestion of markets, vast 
swin and crashes. When the machines 
fai‘ed, the armies of workers gathered around 
them were left resourceless. | 

In the remedying of social evils, action, 
above all, was required. Still, those actions 
needed a motive as their driving force. That 
motive could be found in the realisation 
of the love of Christ’s Sacred Heart for 
men. If they realised that love, it 
would become intolerable to them that men 
should be unable to enjoy at least that 
‘* frugal comfort ’’: of which Pope Leo speke. 
All could play their part, some by helping 
in social and charitable organisations; others 
by using their influence on public bodies, by 
giving employment, by observing strict 
justice towards those they employed, Even 
to cultivate a right frame of mind was some- 
thing. When they saw a crowd of men out: 
side the Labour Exchange, let them not dis- 
miss them mentally as the “ unemployed.’’ 
Call them in mind “ Christ’s brothers who 
are denied a livelihood,’’ and see if that did 
not give them a mental jolt. 
they passed some more than usually 
poor tenement dwelling, let them ask them- 


selves whether that was a fit dwethng for tb- 
members of the Mystical Body Christ.

USIC for flute and harp together will 
be played in the Dublin programme 
to-night. This must have been the earliest 
instrumental combination for which music 
ever was composed; for the instruments 
themselves were the first “ strings ” and 
“wind” devised by man. Add a 
tambourine for “ percussion’’ and you 
have the elements of the whole modern 
orchestra. 

Flute and harp inevitably take one back 
in thought to the beginnings of music. 
Perhaps, all our instrumental music is due 
primarily to man’s wish to vie with nature, 
or to recall in seasons of gloom and de- 
privation sounds in nature most sweet to 
him. He began it when he found that a 
length cut from a reed enabled him to 
immitate, however crudely, the song of 
birds, and that the sounds made by the 
vibration of strings reminded him of the 
rustle of leaves in cooling breezes and the 
purling of brooks over their stony beds.

GOVERNMENT SCHEME TO 
HELP UNEMPLOYED. 


Mr. J. J. Rowe, representing the City 
Manager, speaking at a meeting of the Inchi- 
core (Liffeyside) Plotholders’ Association in 
Dublin on Saturday, said that to those who 
thought the plots were too far away he would 
say that, if they waited for another few years, 
the nearest field might be much further away. 

Mr. D. McDonnell, general honorary 
secretary of the United Plotholders’ Union, 
announced that they had secured about eight 
acres in Dark lanes, Crumlin road, and about 
four acres. in Blackhorse lane for plotholders 
dispossessed to make room for the War 
Memorial Park, Islandbridge. 

Under the scheme the Government had 
made available money to provide 54 un- 
employed men with free plots, while Messrs. 
Jacobs had also contributed money, on con- 
dition that twenty of their ex-employés would 
get free plots. There were hopes that other 
large employers would emulate that example. 

Mr. Rowe expressed the opinion that this 
effort of the Government might possibly be of 
far-reaching importance, and the plotholders 
should reciprocate the action of the Govern- 
ment by reducing its liability to the smallest 
possible figure. The rent for every plot (£1 
for an eighth of an acre) was the amount the 
Corporation were paying for the field, so that 
there was no profit. ' 

Mr. T. Shaw, President, United Irish Plot- 
holders’ Union, said that the Government that 
had ignored them so long had now sought 
their co-operation. He was looking forward 
to seeing branches of the Union in every town 
in the country. ; 

A large number of applications for plots, 
with the £1 deposit, were received at the 
meeting, and 1t was decided to hold a further 
meeting at the Waterloo Tavern, Island. 
bridge, on Tuesday, 28th inst., at 7.50 p.m., 
after which date no plots will be available 
on either of the areas named. 


A PRODUCER. 


In a wireless broadcast from the Dublin 
Studio on Saturday night Mr. T. Shaw, in 
reviewing plotholding from’ the purely

The 
first point, therefore, to be borne in mind

without. interference with his ordinary avoca- 
tion, and he is, therefore, a producer, and 
as such a participator in the only direct 
source and basis of national wealth,”’

Free 
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Germany and the Jews. 


Chancellor Hitler has allowed the anti- 
Semitic proclivities of his followers to reach 
wicked lengths. Within the past week inter- 
national opinion, which had been generally 
not unfavourable to Nazi aspirations, has 
swung definitely against their abuse of 
power. Doubtless, the reports from 

Germany, which suggest that whole Jewish 
communities are being extinguished by the 
bomb and the bayonet, are hysterical 
exaggerations ; but there is enough evidence 
to show that a ruthless campaign is being 
waged against the Jews. The professed 
object of the Nazis, both before and after 
Herr Hitler’s return to power, has beeh to 
purge public life in Germany of its “ non- 
Teutonic ” elements. Jews are being 
turned out of their positions by the 
thousand; any action taken by them in 
self-defence is construed as an act of 
treason, and men of the highest distinc- 
tion are being driven into exile. Naturally, 
the Jewish communities throughout the 
world are in revolt against this treat- 
ment of their co-religionists. Yes- 
terday the Jews of the British 
Empire, through their Board oí Deputies, 
condemned the Nazis’ behaviour in 
the strongest terms, and a “ boycott 
German goods” movement is gaining 
ground in parts of England. Polish Jews 
have instituted a similar boycott, and the 
American Jewish Association, one of the 
wealthiest and most powerful bodies im the 
world, is summoning a “ world demonstra- * 
tion’? of protest. against the German ex- 
cesses. The vigour of this opposition 
seems to have frightened Chancellor Hitler 
and his Cabinet, but as yet they have 
done nothing to check the exuberance of 
their followers. 

Many German Jews, of course, are 
Communists, and some of them are the 
brains of the Communist movement in 
Germany—just as Russian Jews were the 
brains of the 1917 revolution in 
Russia. As a community, however, the 
Jews of Germany are not formidable ; 
they number only one per cent. of the 
population, and certainly do not merit 
the atrocious treatment which is being 
allotted to them. If they deserve any- 
thing, they deserve well of Germany ; for 
during this century they have made huge 
contributions to her intellectual and 
scientific advancement. Among the people 
who have incurred the displeasure of the 
Nazis are Professor Einstein, Herr Leon 
Feuchtwangler, and Herr Bruno Walter, 
one of the most famous conductors in the 
world. The proscription of these men 
lamentable commentary on Nazi 
enlightenment and a gloomy portent 
for Germany’s future. It suggests either 
that Chancellor Hitler's alleged genius for 
statesmanship is a much poorer thing than 
that he and his 
control the 


is a 


was supposed, or 
Ministers are unable to 
ignorant passions of the Nazi rank. and 
file. In either case, while Germany is 
being deprived by the campaign of some 
of her worst citizens, she is losing also a 
great many of the most valuable and the 
most illustrious. 

More sinister, however, and by this time 
patent to all Germany, is the retribution 
which almost inevitably will follow her 
treatment of the Jews. The unofficial 
boycotts in Great Britain, the United 
States and other countries are but a first 
instalment of what Germany may expect 
from the outraged sentiment of inter- 
national Jewry. When the order for per- 
secution was given, Herr Hitler and his 
companions showed a deplorable lack oí 
foresight. They did not realise that, even 
if the Jews of Germany are a people set 
apart in some degree from the rest of the 
nation, those of other lands are an in- 
tegral part of the population, bred in the 
same principles of freedom, and gifted 
with the same right to express and te 
point their views. Germany to-day is 
a poor country, whose prosperity for 
years to come must depend largely on 
her credit in international money centres 
and on the good-will of the great nations. 
If she chooses to alienate the Jews within 
her own borders, their co-religionists else- 
where will be powerful enough to make 
things exceedingly unpleasant for her. The 
boycott movements have given Herr Hitler 
occasion to stop and think; what will 
happen when the money markets of Lon- 
don and New York offer him a token of 
their displeasure? He has been given a 
fair chance by the electors of Germany to 
reinstate their country as a noble and 


puissant nation, Will he permit an un- 
just and tyrannical campaign to ruin that 
opportunity ? 
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Hitherto fruit farmers of the Empire have 
been hampered by the competition of the 
United States, which has flooded the 
market at the beginning of every season, 
but this year the duties on foreign produce 
have turned the scale. The Dominions, 
which have cultivated their resources with 
painstaking care, aim at a total of not less 
than six million bushels of apples. Irish 
housewives will buy them, either because 
they hold the quite erroneous impression. 
that they are superior to the home crop or 
because the retailers have no Irish apples 
for sale. Not only is the Free State at a 
hopeless disadvantage in the race for the 
great English market, but the sales of 
home-grown apples remain very low in 
proportion to the demand for the fruit, 
and they have shown no increase in recent 
years. Last Saturday our Agricultural 
Correspondent drew attention to this 
neglected industry. Thirty years ago, 
as he pointed out, orchards were culti- 
vated with success in many parts of 
the country, but their number has 
decreased steadily, and foreign produce 
has obtained so strong a hold upcn the 
market that it threatens to force them 
out of existence. The most potent factor 
in the decline, without a doubt, is the 
Irish grower’s lack of attention to the 
problems of marketing. To plead that 
the meagre sale of Irish fruit is explained 
by the large consignments of apples from 
abroad is a beg the question. The foreign 
apples are bought by the retailer, not 
because the supply is large, but because 
he can rely upon their quality and their 
condition. When the Dominion farmers 
opportunity offered by 
British tariffs upon foreign produce they 
spared no pains to improve their methods 
of marketing. The process of grading and 
packing was perfected, and the tests were 
extended to the construction of a model 
ship’s hold in the orchards, in which 


perceived the 


apples were kept in the same conditions 
as in ocean transport. A retailer who is 
offered his choice between a crate of apples 
prepared and packed in this careful way 
and a supply of home-grown fruit, mixed 
both in size and quality, will have little 
difficulty to make his decision. The Free 
State possesses the soil for fruit crops, 
and, if she will study the problems of 
marketing, she can supply her own needs 
and may cast an ambitious eye upon 
markets across the Channel. 


A Great Regiment. 


Last Saturday the Royal Scots (the 
Royal Regiment) celebrated the ter- 
centenary of its full status by a special 
parade at Aldershot. It is the oldest regi- 
ment of the British line. If we include 
its most remote associations, it is, perhaps, 
the oldest regiment in Europe; for there 
are traces of a connection with the Scots 
Guard which served the French Court at 
the end of the ninth century. Certainly 
this famous regiment was born of that 
secular friendship between France and 
Scotland upon which Scottish novelists, 
from Sir Walter to Stevenson, have loved 
to linger. During the sixteenth century 
companies of Scottish soldiers, like the 
Irish exiles of a later time, had fought 
valiantly in the service of foreign thrones 
—notably those of Holland, Sweden and 
France. In January, 1633, King Louis 
XIII. of France, having decided to raise 
his Scottish companies to separate regi- 
mental status, commissioned Sir John 
Hepburn as their first Colonel; and in 
March Charles I., by Royal Warrant, 
allowed Hepburn to recruit 1,200 men 
in Scotland for the completion of the new 
regiment. Two years afterwards the 
‘“‘ Scots Brigade,’’ which had fought under 
Gustavus Adolphus in the Swedish Army, 
was transferred to the French service, and 
in 1677 the united regiment was claimed 
from that service by Charles II., and 
became a permanent unit of the British 
Army, with the title of the Royal Regi- 
ment. Its first three colonels, while the 
regiment still served France, were killed 
in action at its head. Later centuries 
have seen the Royal Scots in the forefront 
of Britain’s wars throughout the world. 
It fought under Marlborough, at Fontenoy 
and Culloden, in the wars with Napoleon ; 
and in the Great War, between Mons and 
Archangel, it was represented by thirty- 
five battalions. As a British regiment the 
Royal Scots was senior by not many years 
to the Royal Irish Regiment—now, alas! 
a memory, if an imperishable one—and 
both had the proud battle honour of 
“ Namur, 1695.’’ The regiment, however, 
which could claim the longest tenure of 
British soil was not Scottish or Irish, or 
even English. It was the legion that came 
to England with Claudius, and departed 
only when the Goths hammered at the 
gates of Rome. 


Disappearing Dialects. 


English scholars are convinced by a long 
process of experiment that dialect is dis- 
appearing. Many causes have contributed 
to their wane—the ‘‘ opening up ” of 
Great Britain by rapid means of trans- 
port, with its admixture of speeches; the 
emergence of a ‘“correct’’ accent, and, 
finally, the propagation of standardised 
speech by wireless. Less than a century 
ago the speech of a Cockney was as un- 
intelligible to the Yorkshire farmer as the 
speech of Sandy Row is to-day to an in- 
habitant of Cork; now everybody in 
England has moulded his tongue to a dull 
uniformity. The scholars, while lamenting 
the decay of the dialects, are anxious to 
preserve a record of them, and to this end 
are making use of the gramaphone. They 
are recording twenty-four dialects in all— 
four from Scotland, one apiece from 
Wales, Northern Ireland and the Free 
State, and the remaining seventeen from 
England. The proportion taken from 
Ireland seems to be small in view of the 
variety of dialects that prevails here, and 
one 18 inspired to ask which particular 
versions of Irish speech will be the 
favoured two. Perhaps, the Free State 
and the North would be advised to make a 
fuller collection for themselves; our 
dialects are not disappearing with the 
rapidity of those in England, but they are 
losing characteristics day by day as the 
voice of the announcer is heard more 
clearly in the land. A large part of Ireland 
at present is bilingual—not as a Gaelicis- 
ing Government reckons bilingualism, but 
in the sense that it Keeps its dialect for 
the home, and adopts a horrid approxima- 
tion to the artificial “ standard ” for 
public use, The records ought to be taken 
while the dialects still manage to main- 
tain their losing battle. 3

erecting the maximum number of dwellings. 
Yet this policy will inevitably produce in a 
few years a new slum. May we not ask the 
civic authorities to reassure us on this 

int? 

Mr. O'Kelly and Senator Johnson have 
told us that the Government mean to spend 
freely on housing and aim at quick results, 
This programme deserves the support of 
every enlightened citizen, even for his own 
sake A distinguished expert im economics 
vssures me that expenditure on. housin 
would be positively beneficial to the genera 
tinancial situation. He claims that other ex- 
perts are of this opinion, and certainly Mr. 
J, M. Keynes, in England, has been saying 
the same thing in the strongest terms. But 
we have a right to ask that the expenditure 
should be wisely made, and it is disquieting 
to find that Senator Johnson had to confess 
to the Civics Institute last Friday that he 
had nothing certain to announce about the 
long-promised Town-Planning Bill. 

In the meantime, what can be done for the 
tenements which must still for many years 
louse a very large number of our poor? It

THE IRISH SWEEPSTAKES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR,—AL the Church of Ireland Conterence 
lust October [I gave some figures regarding 
the Sweepstake on tlre Cesarewitch which had 
just cencluded. Perhaps, similar figures on 
this week’s Sweepstake may be of interest to 
your readers. When the public is being re- 
lieved of its ‘money with such efficiency and 
success a few plain facts may be useful as 
an antidote. Í must apologise, however, for 
having previously put the Sweep in some re- 
spects in a more favourable light than it 
deserves. 

On the present occasion there were 2,974 
prizes to be won, made up of 1,900 consola- 
tion prizes of £100 apiece, 1,007 of £600 
7s. 6d. for those which drew a horse, and 
67 big prizes (19 apiece of £20,000, £15,000 
and £10,000, and 10 of £8,675). There 
were, at the lowest, 7,556,560 tickets sold. 
The odds against winning any prize, big or 
small, were, therefore, at least 2,535 to 1; 
the odds against winning a prize over £100 
were 7,016 to 1; the odds against winning 
one of the big prizes were 112,485 to 1. Those 
who believe they are going to make their for- 
tunes in the Sweep might well ponder ovet 
these figures. 

As a matter of fact, the odds against the 
ticket - holder were probably considerably 
heavier. No. one, “except the promoters, 
knows how miany tickets actually go into the 
drum. The figure for tickets given above 1s 
derived from the officsal statement published 
last- Wednesday, which gives as “* proceeds 
of the Sweepstaxe’’ the sum of £3,101,521. 
To that must be added £38,000 paid in 


prizes to sellers of winning tickets, which is: 


not included. When the two free tickets are 
allowed for. which go with every book of ten 
sold, we reach the total of 7,536,560 ten- 
shilling tickets. It is known that books of 
tickets are soid to agents at considerably 
under the marked price. Whatever be the 
amount of that discount, it means that the 
number of tickets sold is greater than has 
been mentioned, and the odds against winning 
must be raised accordingly. In fairness to 
those who take part in the Sweep the total 
number of tickets in the drum ought to be 
made public. 

The proportions in which the proceeds of 
the Sweep are distributed remain fairly cons- 
tant. Of every tew shillings in the “‘ proceeds 
of the Sweepstake,’’ 1s. 10id. goes to the 
hospitals nome nursing organisations, 74d. to 
the State. ls. ld. to expenses and the pro- 
moters, 63. 5d. to the prize-winners. fare 
again revision is necessary, since the free 
tickets and agents’ discount have to be 
allowed for. 

Many people are surprised when they learn 
that only 1s. 104d. of their ten shillings goes 
to charity; but on further investigation it is 
found that that proportion is in many cases 
too high. When a man buys a single ticket 
from an agent. then one-sixth of the money 
remains with the agent (who has bought 
twelve tickets for the price of ten). Only 
8s. 4d. remains to be divided among the 
objects of the Sweep, and that may suffer a 
further reduction owing to the discount to 
agents. When all this is allowed for, it 
follows that in a large number of cases the 
buyer of a ticket is contributing to charity, 
not ten shillings, not even 1s. 10)d., but 
round about ls. 6d. The more it is examined 
the smaller it gets. 

The most interesting item in the present 
Sweep is that termed “ Expenses, including 
The figure 
itself does not appear in the actual statement ; 
else it might attract more attention than it 
does. We are simply told that it will not 
exceed 11 per cent, of the proceeds. ‘The 
percentages of the three preceding Sweeps 
were 5.2, 7.2 and 9.4 respectively. Why this 
rise? It might be expected that as the 
Sweep becomes more firmly established, and 
its machinery run more smoothly, expenses 
would be reduced. Instead we find this sub- 
stantial increase. The total. comes to about 
£340.000—about thé same sum as was spent 
in expenses on the Cesarewitch, and a much 
bigger sum than was required to run the 
much bigger Sweep on the Derby, Reasons 
for this increase, with detailed figures, would 
be exceedingly interesting.—Yours, etc..

MR. MACDONALD’S 
"EXCURSIONS.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has been made 
‘definitely aware during the past week of 
the very strong feeling among his 
supporters that he ought to remain at 
home to consolidate the position of the 
Government in regard to unemployment 
and other important matters. It is under- 
stood, however, that he has another foreign 
excursion in view, and may find it neces- 
sary suddenly to leave London for a distant 
European centre for further conferences. 
According to rumour, he is anxious to pay 
a visit to Berlin to talk matters over with 
Herr Hitler, and then to go to Geneva, 
where he will gather up the threads of the 
Disarmament.Conference. This excursion 
may be arranged as soon as the Disarma- 
ment Committee of the Cabinet has had 
time to discuss and arrange the terms of 
Signor Mussolini’s Four-Power Peace 
Pact. Now that the Little Entente has 
protested against the pact, Mr. Macdonald 
may be forced to pay visits to Warsaw, 
Bucharest and Belgrade, in order to re- 
assure Poland, Rumania and Yugoslavia 
that all is well. 


The World Conference. 


In diplomatic circles it is thought that 
-the World Economic Conference may be 
hastened by the recent financial crisis in 
the United States, and the end of May is 
suggested as a possible date for its 
assembly. Little or nothing can be accom- 

lished without the full co-operation of the 
United States, and, though Mr. Roosevelt 
still has many difficulties to overcome, it 
is recognised that his position has been 
strengthened immeasurably ,by recent 
events. The recent conversations in 
London between Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
Mr. Walter Runciman and M. Bonnet, the 
French Finance Minister, are regarded as 
most useful, in that they have brought to 
light the fact that in France all the 
prospects are regarded as favourable for 
discussions extending over a wide range of 
questions. Clearly the one great fact that 
there must be a united effort to bring 
about a renewal of prosperity is now being 
accepted by all Governments. 


Trade with the Argentine. 


Before lony a new trade agreement 
probably will be arranged between this 
country and Argentina, as a result of the 
deliberations of Mr. Runciman with the 
special commissicn presided over by Dr. 
Julio Roca, whi:. has been in London for 
some weeks past. The proceedings have 
been conducted in such great secrecy that 
very few people, even officials of the Board 
of Trade, knew what was being considered, 
and it has been suggested at times that 
there was little prospect of a satisfactory 
outcome. The agreement is understood to 
provide for the removal of the restrictions 
on the exchange, and also for a re- 
arrangement of tariff duties by both 
countries ; herein Britain’s just claims are 
given full recognition. If so, the benefits 
derived by Great Britain ought to be con- 
siderable. At the same time, Great Britain 
is Argentina’s best market and is entitled 
to better trade in the latter’s markets than 
she obtains now. 


British Jews. 


The sudden growth of a movement 
against Germany in the Jewish world of 
London is rather suspicious, since English 
Jewry is usually very conservative and 
needs full conviction before it takes steps 
in any direction. Parts of London yester- 
day were decorated with cards calling upon 
people to boyec': all German goods, 
restaurants and cinemas. It is true that 
racial feeling has been deeply disturbed by 
the reported attacks on Jews and Jewish 
institutions in. Berlin and other big 
centres; but against this fact it is known 
that a body, financed from Russia, has 
begun operations, just as it behaved a few 
weeks ago when it tried to promote anti- 
Japanese feeling here and in other cities. 
That the Hitler régime is definitely anti- 
Semitic is notorious, but. the stream of 
legitimate protest from all civilised centres 
is likely to have an effect, and the German 
Chancellor probably will. begin to re- 
consider his attitude. 


The Empire Marketing Board. 


_If the Empire Marketing Board dis- 
appears, as is suggested im some quarters, 
its disappearance wi') be a blow to the 
Dominions; for the Board has done an 
immense amount of work during the past 
seven years to bring their claims before the 
British public. The Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland must have benefited con- 
siderably by the Board’s many displavs, 
which brought them numerous orders that 
otherwise might never have been obtained. 
The Board was set up in 1926 by Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin. Its function was the 
furthering of Empire produce, and it was 
given power to spend public money up to 
one million per annum: but this sum never 
has been fully expended, though the Board 
has undertaken a great amount of scientific 
and economic research, sometimes with 
most valuable results. Its future is now 
under consideration and a report is being 
prepared by the Committee on Economic 
Consultation and Co-operetion set up at 
the Ottawa Conference. 


Potato Marketing. 


‘The potato marketing scheme: for 
England and Wales will be linked to a 
similar plan for Scotland, so that the whole 
of Great Britain may be included. It has 
been considered by growers in all parts of 
the country, and, in every case, has been 
supported warmly. In the event of a 
surplus in any year, it is proposed that 
no tubers below a stated size may be 
marketed, and in no case will the market- 
ing of ware potatoes which pass through a 
mesh of an inch and a half be permitted. 
One effect of the co-operation in the potato- 
growing industry will be the undertaking 
of an investigation concerning the indus- 
trial uses of potatoes—particularly in the 
direction of the manufacture of artificial! 
silk and other useful luxury commodities. 


New Traftic Signals. 


One of the most important installations 
of traffic control lights in London is 
nearing completion, and will be put into 
operation next month, when the traffic at 
Trafalgar square will be controlled by this 
system, and not by six policemen, as at 
present. For this busy spot no fewer than 
twenty-two light signal standards have 
been érected, to cope with the traffic at 
points where the Strand, Northumberland 
avenue, Whitehall, The Mall, Cockspur 
street and Charing Cross road converge on 
Trafalgar square. This always has been 
a difficult centre for the regulation of 
traffic, but it is hoped that the situation 
will be eased by the combination of one- 
way traffic rules and the light signals. 


Stamps. 


The lack of enterprise shown by the 
postal authorities in Britain in connection 
a ae stamps is generally realised. 
On Wednesday in the-House of Lords Lord 
Kilmaine will call attention to the present 
issues and their designs, as compared with 
those of the Dominions and Colonies, and 
will move that a more interesting and 
attractive issue shall be substituted. The 
Irish Free State has issued some most 
interesting stamps during the past few 
years—particularly, those relating to 
special events—-whereas the British 
Government seldom rises to the occasion.

REPORTS FROM EMBASSY 
IN GERMANY. 


From HEUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


Many protest meetings were held 
throughout the United States during the 
week-end. 

Kathleen Kersting, the opera singer, 
has cabled to her mother in Wichita 
(Kansas) that she has been forced to leave 
Koenigsberg ‘‘ as a United States Jewess, 
and uuploring United States intervention, 
because she 1s a Christian. 

The State Department announced to- 
night that the official investigation of 
conditions in Germany has indicated that 
‘‘ whereas there was for a short time con- 
siderable physical mistreatment of the 
Jews, this phase may be considered to 
have virtually terminated.”’ 

The finding is based on reports from 
the United States Embassy and Con- 
sulates in Germany, and accordingly it is 
understood authoritatively that no official 
protest to Germany is planned.

American members of the Cvlogne 
branch of the American Chamber of 
Comerce in Germany have cabled to the 
National Chamber of Commerce at 
Washington regretting the possibility of 
an American boycott on German goods, 
which they think would be against the 
interests of America herself. Up till the 
present, they add, they have not been 
able to ascertain that there has been any 
interference with either American citizens 
and firms or American property, and 
that they do not anticipate such inter- 
ference in the future.

DENIAL OF STORY THAT

There is no foundation, it is stated here 
on the highest authority, for the rumour 
that the remains of the French airmen, 
Nungesser and Coli, have been found 
lying beside the wreck of an aeroplane in 
Newfoundland. Exhaustive inquires have 
been made both here and at St. Pierre. 

The French newspaper, Petit Journal, 
stated that two skeletons, lying beside the 
wreck of an aeroplane, had been found in 
Newfoundland, and it was thought that 
they were the remains of Nungesser and 
Coli, who disappeared in a trans-Atlantic 
flight attempt in 1927. The newspaper 
stated that the French Air Ministry con- 
firmed the finding of the skeletons, but 
had not yet established their identity. 

Five days after the start of the 
Nungesser flight a report was received 
from Toronto that a ‘plane, presumably 
Nungesser’s, passed to the north-west of 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland. Search 
was made for the machine by the United 
States dirigible, Los Angeles.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
FOLLOWS IMPACT. 


FAMILY KILLED AT 
DINNER.

A PILOT and two passen in an aero- 

plane, and two children and seven 
adults in private houses, were killed last 
night in one of the strangest accidents in 
the history of flying. 

The ’plane crashed to the ground near a 
row of houses, killing its own occupants, 
and exploded with such violence that only 
one person ir three residences escaped. 

The police reconstruction of the occur- 
rence is that Mr. Varney, the pilot, was 
flying low through a rainstorm, and mis- 
judged his altitude, the ’plane’s landing- 
year struck the roofs of two houses, and 
then hit the earth with a terrific impact. 

One entire family of six persons was 
wiped out by the explosion which followed. 
Three neighbours were also killed. 


HOUSES BURNT OUT. 


Fire broke out and destroyed two of the 
neighbouring houses from petrol flung by 
the explosion. 

The only person in three houses who 
escaped was badly burned and is expected 
to die. 

The 'plane was a low-wing speed model, 
and the pilot was fully licensed. 

The explosion was heard for miles 
around, and the burning ‘plane and 
houses caused a glare as bright as day- 
light. The screams of the victims trapped 
in the burning houses added to the horror 
of the scene.

R. ALAN MONKHOUSE, the prin- 
cipa] representative of the Metro- 
Aiseanna, Electrical Company, who 
was interrogated by the Public Prosecutor, 
Vishinsky, last night, is to be questioned 
again at the headquarters of the Ogpu at 
6 o'clock this evening. 

The interrogation last night lasted for 
three hours—from 9 o’clock until mid- 
night. 

During that time Mr. Monkhouse com- 
municated to the Public Prosecutor the 
text of his instructions “rom the company 
regarding bail for all the Metropolitan- 
Vickers employés now ‘n jail. 

Vishinsky refused, however, to accept 
the document, on the grounds that he 
considered that it contained unwarranted 
expressions of cpinions on the innocence 
of the accused persons and the necessity 
of holding a trial. 


STILL -ACCUSED. 


The wording of his summons to the 
interview last right would seem to in- 
dicate that Mr. Monkhouse and Mr. 
Nordwall, who have already heen released. 
are still considered under indictment, and 
will, therefore, be tried with the other 


‘Metropolitan-Vickers employés who are 


still in jail. 

Mr. Monkhouse received a telephone call 
from the Soviet authorities, in which he 
was told: ‘‘ As you are one of the accused 
in the case against the Metropolitan- 
Vickers employés, you are requested to 
appear at the Lubianka Prison at 8.30 
this evening.” 

When Mr. Monkhouse answered, ‘‘ Shall 
[ bring my bag along?" he was told that 
that was unnecessary. 

Earlier in the day he had made a fruit- 
less attempt to see Vishinsky with the 
object of trying to obtain the release on 
bail of all the Metropolitan-Vickers em- 
ployeés. 


SOVIET PRESS ATTACK, 


A violent attack on “the British Im- 
perialist Press '” in connection with the 
arrest of the Metropolitan-Vickers em- 
ployés is made by the Soviet official organ 
Izvestia in a leading article to-day. 

“The arrest of six British engineers in 
connection with sabotage at a number of 
Soviet works,” begins the article, “ has 
called forth the wailing of the English Im- 
perialist Press, which demands the rup- 
ture of trade and even diplomatic relations. 
Only the demand for war is lacking. The 
basic theory of the English Press, that the 
guilt of the British is precluded, is an 
hysterical one, 

‘‘When the Soviet Union engages foreign 
engineers there is: no reason to assume 
that they are all angels. A certain per- 
centage are enthusiasts in engineering, 
some are seeking a new fatherland, but 
there are also wreckers and probably a 
certain percentage of secret agents working 
in connection with our enemies. 

“If their guilt is not proved, the accused 
must be set free. Otherwise, the sentences 
will be carried out in accordance with the 
laws of the Soviet Republic. If the British 
Press thinks to frighten the Soviet Press 
they must know little of the history of the 
Soviet Union,”’

AA SS og way of settling the dispute 
with England over the land 
annuities was suggested by Mr. Frank 
MacDermot, T.D., when he spoke at 4 
National Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League 
meeting here to-day. 

The economic situation, he said, was 
becoming more acute every day owing w 
Mr. de Valera’s refusal to meet the Enz- 
lish Government in a conciliatory manner 
instead of beating the big drum like a 
jingo. Seeing that Mr. de Valera was so 
obstinate, the only thing was not to ask 
him to give way on his theory. . 

“ Let him think that his theory is right 
still and let him say ‘ This dispute is ex- 
ceedingly unprofitable for all concerned. 
What will you take to bring it to an end— 
say, twenty-five or thirty millions ; we will 
raise the money by a domestic loan '— 
which he could, in the circumstances— 
‘and we won't wrangle any more. We 
won't have those annual payments, and we 
will resume our friendly relations of 
merchant and customer, which were very 
profitable to us in past years.’ ” 

Advocating also a conciliatory settle- 
ment of the oath problem by the revision 
of the Treaty, and bringing it more in 
keeping with the spirit of the times, Mr. 
MacDermot said that they would never 
abolish partition or restore reunion with 
Northern Ireland by continuing the 
quarrel with England. 


THE RAILWAYS BILL, 


After advising farmers not to get into 
debt, Mr. MacDermot went on to discuss 
the Roads Bill and the Transport Bill at 
present before the Oireachtas. To his 
mind the Cosgrave Government were very 
much to blame for not having taken up 
the railway situation sooner. To save the 
railways they had to do harm to other 
interests. 

If they wanted to “play politics '” on 
those Government bills it would be very 
easy to do so by gnaking tremendous 
attacks on the part of the Railways Bill 
that referred to the reconstruction of the 
capital of the railway, and by doing that 
they would please the shareholders, who 
believed that the reconstruction of the 
capital took something out of their 
pockets. As a matter of fact, it did not 
take anything out of their pockets. 
The shares had been written down 
to a certain value, but it was really 
higher than their market value, and if 
the railways improved and made more 
money there was nothing to prevent the 
shares going up again beyond their 
nominal value. 

They might play politics again by re- 
sisting all the practical benefits that e 
to be conferred on the railways, and they 
might please lorry-owners and others who 
were to be hit by the arrangements; but 
if they succeeded in re-establishing the 
railways they prevented the fearful 
danger of the unemployment of all those 
railway servants who would be dismissed, 
the terrible danger to the farmers and the 
terrible loss to the railway shareholders 
if the railways were broken up and came 
to an end.

THE ROME MEETING. 


—-- é —— 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—As the meeting of the Prime 
Ministers of Great Britain and Italy in 
Rome recedes a little into the distance, it 
is seen to loom up above other recent 
events as one of the major acts of states- 
manship since the War; for it definitely 
sets treaty revision before the diplomacy 
of Europe and the world as the biggest 
and most immediate political prodlom 
with which it has to deal. What used to 
be debated only academically, or men- 
tioned in the Chancellories with bated 
breath, has now to be officially discussed, 
and it will be a grave misfortune . for 
Europe if, when this pregnant issue has 
once been raised, the discussion is not 
carried to some practical conclusion. 

It had been a commonplace of diplomacy 
that to open the question of treaty re- 
vision would be to set Europe in con- 
fusion. It has now been opened, and, in 
spite of the many voices raised in protest, 
their outcry does not sound so loud as 
might have been expecied, partly, per- 
haps, because it is drowned in the 
confusion already existing. The steady 
growth of European unrest during the last 
two or three years has, in fact, made it 
imperative to analyse and attempt to cure 
the causes of unrest. 

The first effect of the opening of the 
revisionist question must, in fact, neces- 
sarily be to arouse fears and cause fer- 
ment; but that is no reason for condemn- 
ing it, since the way to permanent con- 
solidation usually lies through temporary 
unsettlement. It is necessary, first of all, 
to dispel the idea that there was any 
intention at Rome to establish a kind of 
Four-Power dictatorship. The very success 
of the Anglo-Italian meeting lent a more 
spectacular importance to the Four-Power 
plan than was altogether appropriate, and 
collaboration is surely possible without the 
signature of a pact of collaboration. No 
revision can, of course, be made without 
the participation and ultimate consent of 
the nations immediately concerned, and 
whatever is done must be kept on the 
general lines contemplated in Article 19 of 
the Covenant. It seems above all advis- 
able that an early declaration should be 
made that no wholesale refashioning of the 
map of Europe is even remotely con- 
templated, and that the precise method in 
which the whole problem is going to be 
approached should be carefully and 
quietly worked out between the various

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OMNIBUS STRUCK BY A BOMB.

BELFAST, Sunday. 


In connection with the railway strike in 
Northern Ireland, there was another out- 
rage late on Saturday night in Belfast. 

While a passenger ’bus belonging to the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company was entering the city from the 
Larne direction, shortly before midnight, 
a bomb was thrown at it. 

There was a loud explosion, which was 
heard over a radius of more than a mile, 
but the missile, apparently, fell short. 

No one in the ‘bus was hurt, and the 
vehicle was very little damaged. 

FOUR MEN INJURED. 

Four persons who were passing at the 
time were struck by splinters from the 
bomb, which appears to have been of the 
Mills type. 

Police were soon on the scene, and three 
of the injured persons were taken to the 
Mater Infirmorum Hospital, where their 
wounds were dressed, and they were per- 
mitted to go home. 

Up to the present no arrests have been 
made in connection with the affair. 


EYE-WITNESS’S STORY. 


Another correspondent states that the 
outrage occurred about half a mile from 
the London, Midland and Scottish rail- 
way station in Belfast. 

A relief railway ‘bus was returning to 
the city with only one passenger when the 
bomb was thrown. 

An eye-witness said last night: “I saw 
a large high-powered touring car come up 
behind the ‘bus, and suddenly from this 
car a bomb was thrown over the top of 
the ‘bus. 

‘The bomb struck the luggage carrier 
on the top of the ‘bus, and rebounded 
from the roof on to the pavement in front 
of a public-house, where it exploded and 
scattered.”’ 

Some men were standing at the corner 


of Bute street, and four of them were in- 
jured by splinters from the bomb.

They told Ewing in English not to 
be frightened, as it was onlv intended to 
take him to a place to be interrogated. 

Meanwhile MacFeely’s brother ‘had 
arrived at the Letterkenny Civic Guards 
barrack and reported the affair. The 
Guards immediately telephoned to all out- 
lying stations, and patrols were sent out 
to stop all cars and question the occu- 
pants. 

When the car in which the kidnappers 
were arrived at a place near Churchill the 
headlights showed two Guards on the 
roadside.

The driver and fireman resumed work at 
1.15 on Saturday afternoon. 

All cars running in the Letterkenny dis- 
trict were stopped by the Guards after 
midnight on Friday and their occupants 
interrogated. The Guards are still in- 
vestigating the affair, but no arrests have 
been made.

AGRICULTURAL GRANT RELIFF. 

The amount derived from local sources was 
supplemented by payments. from the Local 
Taxation Account, Road Fund, etc., to the 
extent of £2,594,448, exclusive of a sum of 
£155,730 applied to capital purposes b 
county borough and urban district councils 
and by boards of health and town commis- 
sioners. On an average the grants, including 
grants from the Road Fund (but excluding 
the agricultaral grant in relief of rates on 
agricuitural land), were equivalent to rates of 
2s. ód. and 2s. 10d. in the £, respectively, on 
the rateable valuation of (a) counties (includ- 
ing urban districts) and (b) county boroughs. 
In the rural areas of the counties the agricul- 
tural grant in relief of rates on agricultural 
land in 1930-31 amounted to £1,198,022, 
equivalent to a flat rate of 3s. 4d. in the £ on 
the valuation of icultural land. ‘In ‘the 
financial year 1951-32 the Government pro- 
vided an additional grant of £750,000 in relief 
of rates on agricultural land. This additional 
grant was continued in the year 1932-33, and. 
a further sum of £250,000 was also provided. 

Local indebtedness on account of loans and 
stock outstanding at 3lst March, 1931, was

THE DUBLIN POLICE RATE, 


With the exception of the Dublin Police 
Rate, no contributions are made in aid of the 
vote for the maintenance of the Garda 
Siochana from the rates levied by local 
bodies.

Speaking of the Nursery Rescue and Pro- 
testant Children’s Aid Society, for which the 
offerings were taken, the preacher said that 
the Society worked in connection with the 
Magdalen Asylum.

The mothers contri- 
buted £341—proof that they were doing their 
best, for their children out of their small 
earnings—and a grant of £254 was received 
from the Government.

DR. HENRY T. HODGKIN. 

Dr. Henry T. Hodgkin, a prominent 
member of the Society of Friends and the 
author of many books on religious and mis- 
sionary subjects, died yesterday in a nursing 
home in Dublin after a long illness. 

__ He was the second son of Mr. Jonathan B. 
Hodgkin, of Darlington, and was born in 
1877. His education included home training 
under two Irish ladies, the Misses Bragg. 
Aiter some years at the well-known Quaker 
Schools of Bootham and Leighton Park, he 
went on to King’s College, Cambridge, where 
he took his M.A. degree. This was. followed 
by several years’ training at St. Thomas s 
Hospital, London, before obtaining his Cam- 
bridge M.D. The whole of this training was 
for the purpose of equipping him as a medical 


_ missionary in China, a country to which ke 


was intensely devoted, and in 1905 he went 
with his wife, the daughter of the Rev. 
Henry Montgomery, M.A., D.D., of Belfast, 
ex-Moderator of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland, to Chengtu, a town seven weeks’ 
journey up the River Yang Tse Kiang. 

Here he laboured for about seven years, 
and was then called to take up the secretary- 
ship of the Friends’ Foreign Mission Agso- 
ciation in London. He gave it up, only 
to take up the t of co-secretary to the 
National Christian Council of China, which 
involved residence in Shanghai and much 
travel to the United States, Honolulu, 
— as well as up and down China. 

n 1929 he felt that the time had come 
to give up the life in China, and he re- 
sponded to the call of the Society of Friends 
in America to organise and become the first 
— of their theological college at 
'enudle Hill, Wallingford, Pennsylvania. 
This work he entered into with his customary 
vigour and enthusiasm, and, up to within 
three days of his death, he was planning to 
return to take up his duties in the coming 
wutumn, 

Dr. Hodgkin was well known as a speaker 
ov religious topics, and took a leading part 
in the Student Christian movement, in which 
connection he was chairman of the World 
Missionary Conference in Edinburgh in 1911. 
He was closely identified with the formation 
ot the Fellowship of Reconciliation in 1914, 

He leaves a widow and three sons, two of 
whom are now in the United States. 


THE MACDONALD OF THE ISLES. 

The death occurred at Thorpe Hall, Ruds- 
ton, East Yorkshire, yesterday of Sir Alexan- 
der Wentworth Macdonald Bosville Mac- 
donald, Macdonald of the Isles. Fourteenth 
baronet, 21st Chief of Sleat and a representa- 
tive of the forfeited Lords of the Isles. 

He was sixty-seven years of age, and is 
succeeded by his son, Mr, Godfrey Macdonald. 

Sir Alexander Macdonald married Alice 
Edith Middleton, daughter of John Middleton, 
of Kinfauns Castle, Pertshire. 

Music interested him immensely, and for 
eleven years he was conductor of Bridlington 
Musical Society. In 1900 he was High Sheriff 
of Yorkshire. From 1918 to 1931 vice-chair- 
man of the East Riding County Council, and 
from 1920 to 1931 Chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions for that area. The baronetcy of 
Macdonald of the Isles was created in 1625, 
and is now the premier existing Nova Scotia 
baronetcy.

Speaking of the pride which he felt as a 
Dubliner that so many Dublin men had been 
associated with the construction of this bridge, 
Mr, O'Kelly remarké@ that Professor Purcell 
was Dean of the Faculty of Engineering at 
University College, Dublin; Mr. C. J. Buck- 
ley, the resident engineer, was a student of 
the National University, and Mr. T. A. Sim- 
ington, the contractors’ engineer, was another 
Dublin man. 

Referring to the fact that the ceremony 
was taking place on Lady Day, Mr. O'Kelly 
concluded i suggesting to the local autho,ity 
that an excellent and particula:ly a 
name for the bridge would be the 
Our Lady. 

“I think no better suggestion could be 
made, and I heartily commend it to the County 
Couacil,' was the comment of Professor Pur- 
cell, who thanked the Minister for performing 
the ceremony. He went on to say that the 
ain had been built under most harmonious 
conditions, and that better set of men 
could have been employed than the Kerry- 
men, who provided the brown and muscle.

THE LUNCHEON. 

After the ceremony the Minister, who was 
accompanied by Mr. E. P. McCarron, Secre- 
tary of the Department of Local Government,

Professor Purcell, who presided at the 
lur cheon, welcomed the Minister on behalf 
of the contractors and himselt. He said that 
during the construction work they had no 
serious accident and no strike. The cost, 
£10,000, was very low for work of its kind. 
He proposed the health of Mr. O'Kelly. 

Mr. 0’Kelly, responding, paid tributes to 
the work of Professor Purcell, the engineers 
and contractors, and also to the supplies of 
materials and the workmen. ‘The result of 
their labours was a most creditable structure. 

Continuing, he referred to the importance 
of the work of the engineering profession in 
the activities of every country. Ireland, he 
said, was particularly fortunate in her 
engineers; and, to the Irish engineers, he 
would say one word—to suggest that in any 
future work they might impress on their 
specifications the high standard of Irish 
manufactured materials. 

We are anxious, he continued, to develop 
the country economicallly, as well as politi- 
cally and commercially, and we believe that 
there are resources in this country that 
could be used by the engineers of the country. 
to the credit of the engineers themselves. It 
was the habit in the past, he continued, for 
engineers to accept ready-made specifications. 
He would be anxious that in future Irish 
engineers should examine specifications care- 
fully and do their best te secure the inclusion 
so far as possible of Irish products, That 
that could be done without any loss of effi- 
ciency was proved in the eréction of this 
bridge at Kenmare. The present Government 
was out for the progress and the full develop- 
ment of the country. We are out to secure 
complete independence, he added, for this 
country, and that, independence means that we 
shall be absolutely free to develop, without 
hindrance, everything that is in the country 
for the country’s good. A bridge, the emblem 
of good construction, symbolises what we 
stand for, and what we mean to achieve for 
Ireland. 

Miss Breen, expressing gratitude on behalf 
of tha County Council for what the Minister 
and the Government had done for Kerry in 
the past. year or so, drew attention to the 
bad state of the roads in the Dingle Peninsula.

of the Association. In other words, the 
entire Northern Ireland team was suspended 
—and the officials who acted at the 
Northern Cross-Country Championships at 
Belvoir Park, Belfast. 


THE NORTHERN TEAM'S ENTRY. 

The Northern team’s entry was accepted, 
and it became obvious that when the ques- 
ion of its eligibility would be raised by the 

.A.C.A., at the meeting of the International 
Cross-Country Board, the English, Scottish 
and Welsh Associations would be bound to 
vote against the N.A.C.A, inasmuch as a 
Board had been formed by England, Scotland, 
Wales and the Northern Ireland Association, 
the latter being granted by the other three 
jurisdiction in its own area. 

It was known by the countries concerned 
that the status of the Northern Ireland body 
and the standing of its team for the inter- 
“national race would be discussed at Satur- 
day’s meeting. France, on Friday, through 
one of its officials announcement that she would 
vote against the inclusion of the Northern 
Ireland team, but nothing apparent]; was 
known regarding what action the Belgians 
contemplated taking. i 


THE DECISION. 

The intention of the English delegation hai 
been to propose the acceptance of the 
Northern Ireland Association as a member of 
the Board, but they did not go thus far, 
their final decision Seine to put forward a 
resolution to the effect that the application 
of the Northern Ireland Athletic Cycling and 
Cross-Country Association for membership 
should be deferred for a year. 

A direct negative was proposed by the 
N.A.C.A.1., through Mr. McGilton, and the 
voting showed three for it—France, Belgium 
and Ireland; against, England, Scotland and 
Wales. . The casting vote of the chairman 
(Mr. H. Farey,. of Wales), however, defeated 
the negative motion, and thus, in the official 
wording of the decision :'— 

“The International Cross-Country Board 
decided to defer for twelve months the ques- 
tion of the affiliation of the Northern Ireland 
Amateur Athletic Association.

IRISH HOCKEY ON THE UP GRADE. 

Like my male friend, I have seen a few 
international matches. I have not attended 
many im recent seasons, but this one was 
one of the most enjoyable I have sat out. 
One could not, as a matter of fact, but be 
agreeably surprised at the marked improve- 
ment in the standard of Irish women's hockey, 
as it was reflected in this match, as compared 
to the quality of the play in very many im 
which we in former years were concerned. 
It would be utterly futile to pretend that 
there were not weaknesses here and there;

SHAMROCK ROVERS are still supreme 
S as Cup winners. At Dalymount Park 
yesterday, before an attendance of ap- 
proximately 25,000, they beat Dolphin, with 
whom they had drawn 3-3 on St. Patrick's 
Day, in the replay of the final of the Free 
State Cup, and won the trophy for the fifth 
season in succession and the sixth time in 
all. No other team has won the Cup more 
than once, and as yesterday’s winners reached 
the final on two other occasions their record 
in the competition is a remarkable one. 

Any doubts there may have been after the 
drawn match regarding the relative merits of 
the teams were summarily dispelled yester- 
day, for the superiority of the winners was as 
decisive as the score indicates. 

The match did not produce much in the 
way of brilliant football—Cup finals rarely 
do—yet interest was sustained until midway 
through the second half, at which stage Rovers 
heid a clear lead of 3 goals. 

A THRILLING OPENING. 

While the winners’ superiority was ungnes- 
tionable, it must be said of Dolphin that they 
were severely handicapped from the start. 
Losing the toss their opening attack was 
beaten off, and Burke, with a lusty kick, 
sent the ball down the centre to Byrne, who 
beat Doyle and shot wide of Slater to put the 
holders a goal up in less than thirty seconds! 
Jt was a thrilling start and a happy augury 
for Rovers, who then established a grip on 
the game, which they never relaxed. They 
adopted the tactics that invariably win Cup 
matches. Quick tackling by their backs was 
followed by speedy attacks by their forwards, 
and Dolphin never got a chance to develop a 
game suited to their style of play. 

Much of the credit for the win went to 
Rovers’ half-backs. In addition to bottling 
up the Dolphin forwards, they supported their 
own magnificently. 

Dolphin, on the other hand, were very 
hadly served by their halves, who concen- 
trated almost entirely on defence. Had the 
Dolphin forwards been supported they might 
have done better, but it was seldom that 
they were a source of trouble to Rovers’ 
defence.

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FINE GOALKEEPING. 

Both teams were well served by their goal- 
keepers. McCarthy had an easier time than 
Siater, but the latter made some magnificent 
saves, and no blame attacheu to him. 

Lennox was 4 splendid full-back, but he 
was beaten for speed by Smith, who was at 
his best on Rovers’ lett wing. Gaskins’ was 
the better of the Rovers’ full-backs, while 
Matthews was the pick of the halves. Watt and 
Kelly, with Kendrick, were hard workers in 
midfield for Dolphin, but did not. show suffi- 
cient enterprise. Reid and Fallon were the 
best of a line for whom things never moved 
smoothly. 

A feature was the feat of Daly, Rovers’ 
outside right, whose second appearance it was 
in that position to which he was drafted from 
right full-back to allow of Byrne going centre- 
forward. He played a splendid game right 
through, and netted three times, but one of 
the scores was, rightly ruled offside. 

Of the play, little need be written. The 
opening goal has been referred to. Follow- 
ing that Dolphin were kept defending to such 
an extent that only twice in the first fifteen 
minutes was McCarthy called upon—once 
from a corner by Somers and then to stop 
a centre from Fallon. After half an hour 
Smith was barely wide with a long shot, but 
five minutes from the interval the Rovers’ 
left winger got clean through and centred 
for Daly to head the second well out of 
Slater’s reach.
